“But before such an eventuality 
arrives the forces at work to pros 
Jong pence may remove, the threats 
of war,” Dr Compton said, He 
ndded ‘these forces would com 

, mence the sprend of ideas and 
travel. 

Dr Compton believes the Russians 
vould have the atomle bomb within 
10 years, but of a rudimentary 
type. He added: “When they find 
out how much trouble it is to make 
a bomb J will not be surprised if 
the Russians . adopt some — other 
weapons, possibly germ warfare." 

Ho sald a war of germs could be 
more horrible -than atomic warfare, 
because germ weapons aim at 
wiping out all life whereas atomic 
weapons ore primarily intended fo 
destroy property. 

Dr Compton was chairman of the 
Department of Physics at the Un- 
versity of Chicago when the first 
chain reaction nuclear fission was 
produced: there.—United Press.

|; London, Dec. 10,—The. statement by’ tho ited | 
States Secretary of the Army, Mr Kenneth. Royall to’: 
the Sonate that, as a result of the Washington financial 
negotiations, the United States would in future have 
“controlling power over the economic and financial poli- 
cies” in the merged Western’ Zones of Germany was 
qualified today by a Foreign Office spokesman as ap- 


plying only to forcign trade, 
The spokesman, representing’ 


the German Department of the 
Fordign Office, mado it clear 
that the future division * of 
power and responsibility be- 
tween Britain and tho United 
States in.any field outside for- 
eign trade’ had not even. been 
discussed in the negotiations 
for a revision of the merger 
agreement of. last December. 

Tho Forelgn Office - spokesman 
lnter. flatly denied 
of the Washington statement carried 
by a London newspaper which 
attributed to Mr Royall the view 
that the United States would also 
control political policy.
